I’ve heard people say English and Spanish classes are really 
hard or boring. I’ve also heard people say that they just 
aren't necessary. All we need to know are the basics- how to 
add, subtract, read, and write. But there are many more 
people who have attained better communication skills in

When asked whether it’s easier to teach novels or grammar, 
Mrs. Duffy said,”with novels you have the chance to do 
more.

There are a total of five academic teams: math, history, science, 
English, and Fine Arts. The administrators in charge of them are 
John Cotey for English and Fine Arts, Chuck Ciastko for science, 
Patrick Joyce for math, and Justin Denton for history. Each team 
must have at least four people to participate in the competitions. 
They hold three competitions: general competitions called 
invitational, the 2nd one does not have a name, and the other 
competition is called Interdisciplinary where all the team captains 
compete as a team against other schools. The second competition 
was at Merrillville, Invitational was in Lowell, and State was in 
Indianapolis. 


This year’s theme was Egypt and Fertile Crescent areas. Social 
studies teams learned about Egypt and Fertile Crescent’s history 
and its pharaohs. Science teams learned about things like Egyptian 
astrology and how they studied anatomy with cows and pigs. Math 
teams learned how they calculated the positions of things for their 
architecture. Fine Arts and English teams learned about the 
literature and famous pieces from Egypt and Fertile Crescent. The 
teams won third place in science, social studies won second in 

the division, and fine arts won first in their division. There are two 
divisions, one for smaller schools like ours, and another for bigger 
schools like Lake Central and Munster. 


The team practices with packets of questions. Practice became 
difficult when Mr. Ciastko broke his arm and couldn't attend the 
meetings because of appointments. His absence caused the team 
to double up on self-studying time. Every teacher has had a way to 
practice and teach the material.
